On  December  19tb.  x874,  the  flret 
donation  of  »30  was  received  towards 
the  founding  of  a  Hospital  for  Sick  Chil- 
dren In  Toronto.  One  nurse  and  six 
little  cots  were  established  In  a  rented 
house  at  No.  31  Avenue  street.  The  first 
little  patient  cared  for  was  Mawle.  a^ed 
three  years,  who  was  badly  scalded 
while  her  mother  was  absent  earnlnc 
bread  for  the  family. 

Through  the  life  work  of  the  late 
John  Ross  Robertson,  from  this  humble 
beginning  there  has  been  completed  the 
most  perfectly  equipped  children's  hos- 
pital on  this  continent.  since  1876 
almost  half  a  million  children  have 
been  cared  for  through  this  charity

Here  to-day.  under  method*  nnrar- 
passed,  skilled  doctors  and  nurses  can 
successfully  carry  on  the  healln*  work 
for  sufferlngr  children. 

Here  250  cots  are  always  filled,  and  a 
staff  of  115  nurses  was  required  during 
1919  to  care  for  the  41.763  children 
admitted.       The  total   number  of  in- 
patients Is  made  up  of  4.806  from  To- 
ronto  and  760  from  other  parta  of  the 
province:   cured.   3.297,   improved,  880; 
unimproved,  204;  died.  465.    Total  out- 
patients, 36.607.  of  which  31.450  were 
cured  and  5,247  improved.  The  religion 
of  the  6.065  In-patients— 3,657  Protest- 
anta,   788   Roman   Catholics,   and  626 
other  rellfflons.

Through  this  large  extension  the  Hospital 

Is  being  more  closely  linked  in  with  the 
Public  Health  work  in  the  homes  of  the  poor 
of  the  city  and  Province.  Yearly  additions 
to  the  departments  devoted  to  Infants' 
Wards,  Medical  Dispensary,  Dally  Clinics, 
and  Orthopedic  Work,  mean  increueud  ex- 
pendltiaro.  f 

'During  the  past  year  36.607  children  were 
treated  in  the  Out-Patients  Department.  Of 
these,  15,496  were  girls  and  21,201  boys. 
The  largest  number  in  any  one  day  was 
268.  and  the  dally  average  110.  The  charge 
to  the  parent  or  municipality  is  merely 
nominal;  the  difference  must  be  made  up 
through  the  generosity  of  the  public.

Exam- 
inations are  made,  surgical  operation  p<  - 
formed,  medical  advice  given,  and  dur  ng 
the  past  year  the  Dispensary  filled  33,321 
prescriptions,  besides  dally  orders  for  solu- 
tlons. 

The  total  number  of  surgical  operations 
performed  in  1019  upon  out-patienta  was 
2,249,    also   many    minor   operaUoui  not 

tabulated.

The  Infants'  Department 


IN  A  CUBICLE  WEIGHING  BABY 
In  these  wards  the  baby  receives  a 
right  start."  The  department  is  divided 
into  numerous  glass  partitioned  cubicles 
so  that  the  babies  may  not  be  crowded' 
and  may  receive  the  constant  and  Individual 
attention  so  neceuary  In  their  successful 
management. 

Here  one  may  see  babies  exhibiting  all 
the  various  problems  of  infant  feeding. 

Years  ago  the  majority  of  "difficult 
feeding  cases"  died;  to-day  the  greater 
majority  lives.  The  obstacles  to  the  suc- 
cessful treatment  of  these  babies  In  the 
poorer  homes  are  practically  insurmount- 
able. This  department,  equipped  In  the 
best  way  that  modern  science  and  tender 
nterest  can  devise  In  saving  the  babies, 
is  converting  an  economic  loss  into  a 
national  asset 

In  spite  of  the  relatively  greater  cost  of 
maintenance,  this  department  must  be  kept 
»oIng  to  give  these  fascinating  little  tots 
what  is  theirs  to  demand— "a  right  start 
in  life."

MOTHER'S   VISIT  COMFORTABLE 

How  to  Apply  for  Admission 

Parents  who  are  unable  to  contribute  to 
the  maintenance  of  their  children  In  the 
Hospital  should  apply  to  the  Clerk,  Reeve 
or  Mayor  of  the  municipality  where  they 
have  been  living  for  three  months  or  more. 
Application  forms  will  be  supplied  on 
request 

In  issuing  such  orders,  the  municipality 
undertakes  to  contribute  »1.25  for  each 
day  of  the  child's  stay  in  the  Hospital. 
This  arrangement  is  made  under  the  auth- 
ority of  Provincial  Statute.  See  Section  31, 
Paragraph  3,  of  the  Official  Regulations 
for  the  Government  of  Public  and  Private 
Hospitals.
